A good garden soil Is capable 
Of producing large yields of 
high quality vegetables. It Is 10 
t 12 inches deep and can hold 
large amounts of water, but 
drains quickly after a rain. It 
is easily prepared into a good 
seedbed and remains in a cruni 
hie condition throughout the 
growing season. It will warm 
up quickly in the spring and 
yet not become too bet in the 
summer It is well supplied 
with plant food and has an 
abundance of organic matter. 

A soil such as this is built or 
Kent up by supplying manure 
or other organic materials such 
as c impost, r tted leaves, straw 
or a u’o <1 cover crop 6 to 8 
inches high each year A 2. inch 
covering of one of the mater 
ials mentioned above will sup.
